The College "Man with the Laugh"— The 


"Dry Grin" the Esaenco of American 
Humor— The French Like Wit— Improve- 
ment In Oar laughter loving Propensity. 
Laughter, when it is aroused by legitimate 


provocation, la such a -wholesome and re- 
freshing thing that it is melancholy to watch 
the gradual atrophy of the risible faculties 
which seems to be the inevitable result of 
advancing civilization. Not many years ago 
there was an undergraduate at one of oar 
universities who was blessed with so natural 
and infectious a laugh that he was regarded 
by the whole college with a certain degree of 
pride; and the dons, when entertaining a 
stranger at the high table, never failed to ex- 
plain, when the familiar sound was heard, 
"Ohl that's - ,the man with the laugh." 
Wo are not aware that the man with the 
laugh has had a successor; and if this be so, 
it is a matter of unmixed regret. For one 
seldom hears a genuine laugh nowadays, and 
ranch of the phraseology of laughter is a 
mere fashion of speech. . 


SO LAUGHS AKD POOR XAUGHS. 


There are many people whose sides hovo 


never ached from over indulgence in the out- 
ward expression of mirth. Indeed, we believe 
that just as there are cats who cannot purr, 
so there are unfortunate human beings who 
cannot laugh out loud. With gome persons a 
wheeze or a chuckle is the utmost they can 
compass. Some men laugh habitually in fal- 
setto, which, we need hardly say, is far less 
pleasant than a laugh in the natural voice. 
And then there is what may be called "so- 
ciety" laugh, an artificial abomination almost 
as execrable as the latest fashionable mon- 
strosity, the bent elbow overhand shake. 


We remember once to have heard a femi- 


nine laugh so painfully and regularly tuneful 
that it could literally have been reduced to 
musical notation. There is also a coarse 
laugh to which we have heard the admirably 
expressive epithet of "square mouthed" ap- 
plied— a Gargantuan laugh evoked by highly 
flavored anecdotes of the gun or smoking 
room category. Love is a liberal education, 
aa a Greek proverb, unconsciously imitated 
by Steele, has it, and, according to Shake- 
speare, one of its refining influences is shown 
in the matter of laughter. When a man falls 
in love, says Speed, he no longer laughs like 
a cock crowing— and Speed was by profession 
a great authority on love and laughter. 


The abatement of open laughter among us 


is possibly due in part to the tendency of the 
humorous literature of a race to whom, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bryce, wo are chiefly beholden 
for our food for mirth— the Americans. The 
essence of the modern American humor is 
what Uncle Remus calls the "dry grin." It 
was hardly so with Artemus Ward, whose 
lecture, delivered with the most melancholy 
composure, was so agonizingly funny as to 
enable many of his auditors to realize what 
had been previously only a figure of speech. 
They laughed till they were perfectly ill Of 
the .inhabitants of Great Britain the Anglo- 
Irish have probably the greatest appreciation 
of homor, and possess the most infectious 
laughs. 


Our cousins the Germans enjoy a joke— 


especially a hoax— as their phrase, "Es ist 
ram Tode lachen," indicates, though the 
greatest German joker of recent times, 
Baphir, was a Jew. The French are too logi- 
cal to appreciate nonsense. Wit rather than 
humor appeals to their temperament, though 
the instance of Rabelais proves the danger of 
generalization. The Turk has a great fund 
of dry humor latent in him, and enjoys a 
•edate laugh; but he has a poor opinion of 
mascaralik, or habitual fooling. At the same 
time he more than tolerates the humorous 
and generally scandalous buffooneries of 
Karaguenz (Blackface), the Turkish Puki- 
nello. 


TJTB OLD BBUTALTTT ASD HOUSE PLAY. 
In Persia laughter is annually evoked by 


the following rather cheap means: As a part 
of the Bairarn festivities given by Persians 
of high standing, a number of Jews, who 
have been caught for the occasion, are sud- 
denly bustled into the deep haouz, or tank, 
which is to be found in every courtyard, and 
left to struggle out, half drowned and bedrag- 
gled, amid the shrieks of the spectators. The 
negro all the world over is reputed a laughter 
loving creature, except when the outward 
manifestation of mirth is checked by the now 
found sense of dignity which accompanies 
conversion to Islam, Whatever they feel, 
the Chinese are certainly chary of expressing 
amusement in Occidental fashion. The Japan- 
ese, on the other hand, are an eminently 
cheerful and merry people. 


If, however, the tendency of civilization is 


rather to efface the . outward and physical 
symbols by which the natural man expresses 
hit mirth, against this Joss may bo set many 
countervailing advantages. On the whole, 
we gratify our laughter loving propensity in 
• far more legitimate fashion than the gen- 
eration of Theodore Hook. 
There is less 


brutal horse play, less indecency, less of the 
desire to omuse ourselves at the direct ex- 
pense, to the discomfort or by the pain of 
other people. 


The old Adam causes some of us to regret 


tb» decline of the harlequinade; but we 
should reconcile ourselves to its elimination 
by remembering that it was in great measure 
tree to life. The days of pantomimic practi- 
cal Joking— as drawn in the pages of "Tom 
Cringle's Log"— ore over; and with the dis- 
appearance of tho reality we can cheerfully 
dispense with its mimio representation. If 
-We go further back, how swinish is the fun of 
tho Middle Agesl 


What an infliction a court fool must have 


been in real life, and how inhuman was tho 
practice of making playthings of dwarfs— 
always notoriously sensitive to ridicule— who 


• chottld have beea objects of pity rather than 


Iratts of merriment! We may laugh less 
loudly than our great-grandfathers, but our 


s ^freciation of a joke' is not necessarily any 
d. « IMP keen on that account. Nor 13 there 
in T 1» of virility or grit involved in this 
MJ igtegef fan of its grosser elements.

WONDERFUL THINGS PERFORMED BY 


DEFT FINGURED ARTISTS. 


Miracles of the Engraver's, Peuiuan't anil 


Mechanic's Arts—TS\ery Letter In the 
Bible Written Eight Time* Over on n 
Square Inch of Glass. 
In previous articles the writer has confined 


himself to the discussion of "Curiosities Re- 
specting Human Beings." It isnow proposed 
to deviate from the rule and give an account 
of some of the rarest specimens of mechan- 
ical ingenuity which the skilled artists of tho 
world have ever been able to produce, on ac- 
count which could appropriately be entitled 
"An Encyclopedia of Little Wonders." 


The reader of The Republic who has his 


bump of inquisitiveness abnormally devel- 
oped would, no doubt, spend several dollars 
and ride a good many miles to see the great 
fifty ton Krupp hammer in the gun works at 
Essen, Germany, working as smoothly and as 
regularly as on eight day clock. But, even 
after that, he would ride an equal distance, if 
not farther—provided his money held out—to 
see Professor Schumann's model of the above 
named hammer. 


THE MODEL AND TUB FLEA. 


Prof. Schumann, who lives at Berno, 


Switzerland, worked seven years on his 
model. The frame, hammer and pulleys, all 
complete, weigh but one and a half grains. 
The hammer is solid gold, the pulleys German 
silver and the frame platinum. A flea, 
trained by the professor, will, at the word of 
command, hoist the hammer to the top of 
the frame, where it is automatically set free, 
d sending in precisely ths same manner as 
tho monster after which it was modeled. 


Believing that the above comparison will 


prove to the satisfaction of the reader that 
iittlo things are not to be despised, the 
"Little Wonders" will now be considered 
in order as they have appeared before the 
astonished world. 


Pliny, the elder, who wrote during the first 


century of tho Christian era, mentions the 
fact that there existed, even at that early 
date, a copy of Homer's Iliad small enough 
to be completely hidden in the shell of a hen's 
egg. Professor Schrieber, a German inventor 
of a stereographio process, in order to offset 
ths wonder vouched for by Pliny, translated 
both the Hiad and the Odyssey in so small a 
compass that the volume containing both 
books complete could be with ease hidden in 
the shell of an English walnut. Wo do not 
rely on the word of an ancient historian for 
the verification and substantiation of the 
claim of Schrieber, as tho work is still in ex- 
istence, as is also its author, unless he has died 
within the post year. 


POSTAL CARD WOSDEES. 


In the year 1881 The Chicago Inter Ocean 


made mention of a gentleman who had writ- 
ten the entire first chapter of tho gospel of 
3t. John on the blank side of a postal card. 


That little notice, Innocent as it was, caused 


the editor several sleepless nights. Within 
the next three days postal cards and slips of 
paper with minute specimens of penmanship 
began-to pour in from all directions. Among 
the hundreds of samples submitted for in- 
spection tho editor acknowledged that tho 
greatest curiosity was a postal card from 
John J. Taylor, of Streator, Ills., upon which 
was written 4,100 words in legible characters, 
the whole embracing the first, second and 
third chapters of St. John and nineteen verses 
of the fourth chapter of the same and also the 
sixth and seventh chapters of St. Matthew, 
besides having nine words in which mistakes 
occurred crossed out. All of this wonderful 
production which the editor acknowledges 
would make three columns of his paper set in 
minion type, could be plainly read with the 
naked eye. A Lacedaemonian once wrote in 
letters of gold a poem of eight lines, the whole 
of which ho inclosed within a grain of all- 
spice and sent as a present to the shah of 
Persia; an act which the untutored monarch 
did not seem to appreciate, inasmuch as he 
ordered the penman thrown into prison, 
where he languished several months until at 
last set free through the influence of tho 
American consul. 


In 1S83 a Jewish penmen at Vienna, Aus- 


tria, wrote 400 letters on a common sized 
grain of wheat. It seems that the emperor 
had failed to sign a bill allowing tie Jew to 
become a clerk in some of the royiil depart- 
ments, giving as a reason that it was abso- 
lutely necessary to have an uncommon good 
penman in that department. After finishing 
the cereal wonder and dispatching it to his 
majesty the Jew picked up a common visit- 
ing card and wrote a prayer for tho imperial 
family on its edge. This was also sent to the 
emperor. It is needless to add that the dex- 
terous Hebrew was installed at the head of a 
department next day. 


DOKE WITH A DIAltOKD. 


These wonderful feats with the; pen, which 


are all true to tho letter have been complete- 
ly overshadowed by the incomprehensible 
achievements of William Webb, of London, 
England. In 1SSC Mr. Webb invented a 
machine which was composed of exquisitely 
graduated wheels, running a tiny diamond 
point at the end of an almost equally tiny 
arm, whereby he was able to write upon glass 
the whole of the Lord's Prayer within a .space 
which measured the two hundred and ninety- 
fourth of an inch in length by the four hun- 
dred and fortieth of an inch in breadth, or 
about the measurement of a dot over the let- 
ter "i" in common prink With that machine 
Mr. Webb, or any one else who understood 
operating it, could write the whole 3,566.480 
letters of the Old and Now Testament eight 
times over in the space of ono inch square. 


When, this wonderful microscopic writing 


was enlarged by photography every letter 
and point wero perfect and could be plainly 
seen. 


In a museum of curiosities at Salem, Mass., 


there is preserved a common cherry seed, or 
stone, hollowed and fashioned like a basket. 
Within tho basket are twelve tiny diver 
spoons, the shape and finish of which cannot 
bo distinguisBed with the naked eye. Tho 
name of the artist who constructed this little 
wonder has been lost, but the existence of the 
thing itself will not be questioned by any one 
from tho old witch headquarters of the Bay 
itate. 


Dr. Peter Oliver, who was born in England 


somewhere about the beginning of the Eight- 
eenth century, tells of seeing a carved cherry 
stone that would be a wonder even in this era 
of One tools and fine workmanship. The stone 
was from a common cherry, upon which 
were carved the heads of 124 popes, kings, 
saints, queens and emperors, and, small as 
they must necessarily have been, it is an- 
nounced, on the authority of Mr. Oliver, that 
the heads of the popes and kings could readily 
bo distinguished from those of tho queens and 
saints by their mitres and crowns. The gen- 
tleman who brought this little wonder to 
England purchased it in Prussia, allowing 
the original owner £5,000 for his treasure,— 
John W. Wright in St. Louis Republic,

CALIFORNIA FRUIT CROPS. 


An Unprecedented field in All Varieties 


Except Cherries »ud Apricot*. 


Reports (torn variooe parts of California 


show that the recent raini and heavy winds 
havo not done maoh damage to the fruit 
crop except 1o chcrriei and apricots, und 
these (raits, although not scarce, will 
bring a higher price thii year than-o^nal 
All through the (State the crop at the begin- 
ning of the year promised to be enormous, 
and in all probability, with the exception ol 
two fruits named, it will ba BO. 


ID the Santa Clar i valley, for instance, 


there was every evidence of an unprece- 
dented field. The fruit get well and grow- 
ers were beginning to wonder whether the 
preserving companies would be able to take 
all the fruit offered. Then cams the high 
winds, and the fruit trees lost a large por- 
tion of their burden. Added to this the 
rain did considerable damage to the cherry 
crop in this valley. The apricots, however, 
Buffered the worst, and the Hoorpark vori 
ety in particular. 


Around Yaoaville, the same condition ex- 


ists^fdamage to the chetry and aprico 
crops, more especially to the Moorpark 
apricots. Along the Sacramento river the 
damage is not 
BO great, and considerable 


fruit has been Bent East from this locality 
The market is likely to be greatly strength 
ened by the lack of these two fruits, an( 
the advanced price which they will brin) 
will fully compensite for the sroallness ol 
the crop. Commission merchants antici 
pate no scarcity of fruit and say that a! 
though the yield may have fallen off in 
some few localities, it will be more than 
made up by the increased acreage that wil 
come into bearing this year.

OLD TIME MINSTRELSY. 


THE "MIDDLE MAN'S" STORY OF 


HIS BURNT CORK CAREER. 


With the ChrbtlM Thirty Venn Afo—The 


Day* of Small Salaries—A Disastrous 
Tour to Cuba—Uvlag Several Dayi on 
Five Cracker*—Beating a Ride. 
A genuine old tinier in the minstrel busi- 


ness is Joseph M. Norcrosa, the jovial inter- 
locutor of the Haverly-Clevelond minstrel*. 
Mr. Norcross is not very old in years, onlj 
about 48, but there are few whose term ol 
service in the ranks of minstrelsy approaches 
his. It was just about thirty-two yean ago 
that ho blacked himself up and earned his 
first dollar as a maker of laughs. It look's 
good many laughs to make a dollar in those 
days, and blacking up was not then the simple 
operation it is today. 


Now, carefully prepared burnt cork can be 


purchased ready for use by the barrel, but 
the dark faced artists of a third of a century 
ago thought burned wood good enough for 
them. He had an excellent alto voice and a 
tasto for instrumental music, and had made 
something of a reputation from perform 
ancea with amateurs. Assuming the name 
of Joe Norria and purchasing a violoncello 
he organized a minstrel company. The or- 
ganization was known as Sharply and Nor- 
rio's minstrels, and included seven perform 
ore. The instruments of the orchestra con- 
sisted of a violin, banjo, violoncello and jaw 
bone. 


So encouraged was Mr. Norcross with his 


success that in 1859 ho joined the company 
controlled by William and Byram Christie, 
sons of the original Christie. 


THAT TRIP TO CUBA AND BACK. 


He next joined the .dSolian minstrels an< 


made a tour to Cuba and Mexico. Tho per- 
formances were given under canvas, and the 
company, meeting with financial reverses 
reduced expenses by discharging all the can- 
vas men and making the stage stars perform 
their duties. His contract called for a salary 
of $30 a week, something really enormous for 
those days. He was with the company six 
months, during which time he received ex- 
actly two weeks' salary, paid in numerous 
installments. 


They had many adventures during then* 


Mexican tour. It was at the time of the re- 
bellion, and while playing at Bagdad and 
Matamoras a pass was obtained from the 
Confederacy allowing them to cross the river 
and show in Brownsville. Mr. Norcross has 
that pass in his possession today. When the 
company desired to return to the Unite 
States a vessel was chartered to take them to 
New Orleans. It was expected that the voy 
age would be accomplished in less than five 
days, EO only provisions enough for that 
length of time were taken. Contrary winds 
and dead calms lengthened the voyage to 
nearly two weeks, and they would certainly 
have starved haj they not fallen in with a 
small schooner, from which a barrel of crack 
era was obtained. 
The crackers woro oi 


Mexican make, half a foot square, nearly 09 
thick through and hard as a brick. They 
were equally divided among all on board 
each receiving five. 


When Mr. Norcross and his compan; 


reached New Oi leans they were dead broke. 


Without a dollar totween them, four ex 


members of the bankrupt minstrel compan; 
set out from Now Orleans for home. It wa 
a remarkable journey, and can best be told in 
the words of Mr. Norcross. Said he: 


"We went aboard the steamer Ruth, whic] 


was bound up the Mississippi to Cairo, where 
we hoped to find another boat which woul( 
carry us to Cincinnati from where wo couli 
take the cars to Philadelphia. I explained tc 
the captain our state of finances, and he agreei 
to give us our passage if we would help pu 
the cargo on board. Having served as can 
vasmen, wo did not mind hard work, one 
hustled the boles of cotton about with such 
good will that the captain soon called us upon 
deck and said we had done enough. We gav 
a concert that night and pleased the captain 
so much that we-were given staterooms. W 
continued to entertain the passengers, one 
when we reached Cairo were presented •wit! 
a purse of (80. 
' 'I learned from the s* oward that the stcame 


Darling, which was then about to leave fo 
Cincinnati, was run by splendid sort of peo 
pie, so I determined to try and get passag 
without paying for it. I went to the captain 
with the recommendation of the steward, ant 
asked him if he would not give us our pas- 
sage in exchange for musical entertainments. 
It turned out that the steward was thorough 
ly hated by our captain, who, hi great rage 
refused my request. 


"He said that the steward tried to pass off 


on him all the dead beats he could rake up 
One of my companions was a clever pianc 
player, and just betoro the boat was to star 
he began a performance upon the steam cal 
liope, an instrument with which all Missis- 
sippi river boats were then provided. 
Sc 


merrily did he play that the captain's hear 
was softened and be inarmed us that TV 
need not go ashore. 


THE DAZED LANDLORD. 


"At Cincinnati I separated from my three 


friends. I had about $30 in my pocket, bu 
I determined to save it to buy a suit o 
clothes with, when I reached Philadelphia. '. 
knew I could not get an engagement unless 
dressed decently. Chancing to notice a gen 
tleman, who had no baggage, purchase a 
ticket, I explained my situation to him am 
he agreed to check my two trunks through to 
Philadelphia. I got aboard the train an( 
when the conductor come around I told him 
of the bad fix I was in, but could not induce 
him to pass me. As he insisted upon it I go 
off at the next station intending to board the 
next train. But when the cars started my 
heart failed me and I got on again. The con- 
ductor was rather wrathy when he found me 
still aboard his train, but I finally won his goot 
will and a note to the next conductor, which 
helped me through to my journey's end. 


"I had nothing to eat from the time I left 


Cincinnati until I landed in Philadelphia, ex- 
cept one meal, and that was a big one. The 
train stopped at a restaurant and I went in 
and ate all I could. When I finished I called 
for the landlord and said: 'My dear sir, 1 
have had a splendid dinner here; I have 
eaten all I con and have not a cent to pay for 
it. If 1 hod asked your permission you would 
have refused me. Now that the dinner is 
gone, what are you going to do about itf 1 
expected that he would kick me out, and 
rather hoped ho might. Instead he looked 
dazed for a moment and then said, 'Have a 
dgarP" 


Soon after arriving in Philadelphia Mr. 


Norcross secured on engagement with Cotton 
and Murphy (Joe Murphy) and his fortunes 
mended rapidly. Of course be has expe- 
rienced the ups and downs peculiar to his 
profession, but his career has been unusually 
successful His voice, which in youth was 
alto, changed to a rich, deep bats and has 
gained for him on enviable reputation aa a 
vocalist. He has been with most of the fa- 
mous minstrels of his time, and has crossed 
-the continent seven times. He joined Hav- 
erly's company in 18S4and went to Europe 
ifith that mammoth organization. When 
W. S. Cleveland assumed management of the 
company in January, 1887. he was retained 
as stage manager, and has since retained that 
position and contributed much to the won- 
tertul success this company has won.—Boa* 
ton Globe.

IRRIGATION IN NEVADA. 


"The chief of the Public Linds Division 


of the Ibterior Department says that from 
15,000 to 20,000 square miles of rich agri- 
cultural laud may be reclaimed in Nevada 
by a system of storage reservoirs. 


It appears from this that official atten- 


tion has been drawn to tbe agricultural 
possibilities of Nevada. It has commonly 
been thought that Nevada was au irre- 
claimably desolate region, and that it 
might have to surrender its rights ss a 
State and return to the condition of a 
Territory. 
But if it contain* 20,000 square 


miles of irrigable land it id anything bat a 
worthless desert. 


There » reason to believe that if a large 


part of its land wera reclaimed fromaiidity, 
Nevada would be one of the most favorably 
thought of among all the States in the 
Union. The climate in the southern part 
is almost tropical. That sec ion ol tht< 
SUto would be a paradise lor fruitgrowers 
The Moe nnd the oh." would Eourieb. 
The warm air anil the clear nkies would 
make life a continuous Summer of delight 


But in order tbat all of this might be 


realized, a large area would have to be 
brought 
under cultivation. 
Otherwise 


there would not be sufficient population to 
make trade active, and to secure tbe social 
advantages 
and pleasures 
which 
are 


unknown in a sparsely settled community. 


The Senators from Nevada could well 


afford to davote, practically, all their tioic 
to securing appropriations for the con- 
struction oi irrigation reservoirs nnd canals. 
If successful, the result would soon be 
seen in a rapid increase in the population 
and wealth of the State." 


The Eureka Sentinel comments as follows: 
We find the above article in a Culorado 


paper. It is mainly true. There is not 
an inter-monnlain region of the same 
extent in all the West tbat has as ranch 
rich agricnltarul land as Nevada; but it is 
of course practically useless without water. 
The day will come when Nevada will be 
one of the great gram, fruit and vegetable 
producing States of the Uuion, It may 
not come in fire, ten, or twenty years, but 
it will surely come when the lands not 
requiring irrigation elsewhere shall have 
been taken. Bnt occnpation and settle- 
ment can be hastened by favorable Irgisla- 
tion by Congress.

It is true Congress appro- 
priated some two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars to carry out tbe preliminary 
work of this grand conception, but it is a 
qnegticfti, nevertheless, whether tbe nutiona! 
Government would embark in n venture 
tbat might involve a greater outlay than 
DeLesseps Panama canal, and miy in the 
end prove just aa impracticable. 


The San Francisco Alta takes another 


view, saying: 


Governor Cooper, of Colorado, haa called 


"a Congress of influential men of tbe West,' 
to meet in Denver, this Summer, "to take 
steps to insure tbe West getting Us proper 
share of public money from Congress for in- 
ternal and river improvements." California 
is tbe Empire Stole of tbe West, and is the 
natural leader of all such movements as 
New York leads m the East.
